If a Man makes Diviſion in a Church or Kingdom, dif- 
ſolves the Bond of Peace, and ſhall endeavour to crumble Religion into 
as many ſmall Pieces, as idle Heads can ſuggeſt ; they are miſled by that 
Spirit whoſe Name is Legion; that old cunning Serpent, that deceives the 
World, Mar. 5. 9. Rev. 12. 9. If any, in pretence of being meek ones, 
who are by right of Promiſe to inherit the Earth, demurely tread upon 
Crowns and Crofiers, and would be levelling all that by God s Providence 
overtop them, Theſe muſt be guided by the Spirit of the bottomleſs Pit, 
Rev. 9. 11. Laſtly, If Men do cite and urge Scripture againſt the whole 
Tenor and Stream of it, and wander into the wrong way, even by that 
very Word which does dire them into the right one, we may ſoon dif. 
cern what matiner of Spirit they are of ; the Siri of Slumber, the Spirit 
of dead Sleep, that has blinded the Mind, Rem. 11. 8. 1/a. 29. 10. Theſe 
Rules are proper for the Trying of our Quakers, and other Men's Spirits. 
Bur, Gentlemen of the Jury, there's one thing more<o be added ; That 
Vices are apt many times to paſs for Vertues; many Lies, to Fleſh and 
Blood, are more plauſible than Truths ; hardly any thing can be fo falſe, 
but may have Colours and Probabilicies to Ne it off; and that a Multi- 
rude of ignorant People do often ſwallow the rolleſt Errors, in the difſ- 
guiſe of the greateſt Truths ; taking chem all down at once, without 
chewing. For this reaſon, you cannot paſs a right Judgment upon Pre- 
renders to the Spiric,uncil you have ſearch'd into the main or general Cur- 
rent of their Luyes, as well as the meer Conduct and Carrying on their 
Deſigns ; with Me Means they make uſe of, as well as the End they ſeem 
to aim at; with all their Actions in a Lump, as well as with the moſt 
ſpecious and faireſt of chem. And when this is done thorowly, then let 
the Hypocrices and Impoſtors be what they will, let the Features of Reli- 
gion be never ſo artificially and neatly drawn, let the Colours be laid on 
with never fo delicate a Pencil, and let that Pencil be manag'd with ne- 
ver ſo exquiſite Addreſs ; 'rwill be moſt eaſie to find the Difference be- 
ewixt the Picture and the Life : *Let Zeuxes lively be never fo 
to deccive the Birds, yet the Deadneſs of his Boy Wl unfold the Chear. 
And truly the Arts of Deceiving are very obvious : Men that will be in- 
— and deceiv'd by them, muſt be Men of the loweſt Size in Un-

O | my. deluded Brethren! have 
we not troubled the Nation and our ſelves too much wich unrevgal'd Se-- 
crets ; hearkning co Fables, and repaing the Truth ? Have we not been 
for making a Churchya Saint, a Miniſter, a Heaven, a Chriſt, a Light, a 
God, in our own Imagination ; while che int Scripture are noching 
worth in rſþe&t of ” Fave we nt delighted in lings,, Wa 
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drings, buſying our ſelves in Things which concern us not ? Are not our 
Opinions new Opinions, contrary to the Church ?. Don't we uſe our Li- 
berty for a Cloak of Diſordcr, a Cloak to Sacrilege, a Cloak to uſurp the 
Divineſt Imployments ? To cry, All are one in Chriſt Jeſus; therefore all 
are one in a Kingdom, a Church, a Family ? We are all free from beg- 
arly Rudiments,the Rudiments of the Ceremonial Law ; therefore we are 
Fee from Ceremonies of Order and Decency among Chriſtians ; there- 
fore no Tythes to be paid, no Prieſls to be maintaind ; tho' the Prieſt- 
hood of, Chriſt be not a Levitical, but long before 2 Levitical Prieſthood, 
a Prieſthood after his Order that received Tythes, a Tything Prieſthood, 
before the Levitical Law was inſtituted ; and that nor for a ſhort dura- 
tion, but for ever, after the Order of Meclchbizedech. We have declaim'd 
againſt Prieſt, to deſtroy Miniſter; we ſay, Chrift is an High-Prieſt,and yet have 
deny'd his Miniſters to be Prieſts of arr Inferior Order : Our Lives have been 
29g, tatling, oppoſing, railing, damning Lives : And truly, Friends, 
uch Lives are contrary to the Light of Chri/,the Light of the Word, or any 
Light, but that which che Scripture calls Darknf.

We read that the Scribes and Pha- 
riſees, who raul'd the Eccleſiaſtical Chair at that time, had perverted the 
Law, corrupted the Worſhip of God, were blind Guides, devoured Widows bouſes, 
were Hypocrites, and fuch as only had a Form of Godlineſs ; yet did not our 
Saviour ſeparate from their Communion ; but was made under the Law, 
freely ſubmitted himſelf to all the Rites and Ceremonies of it. He was 
circumcis'd on the Eighth Day, redeem'd by a certain Price, being a Son 
and a Firſt-born, obferv'd the Paſſever, and other Feaſts enjoin'd by their 
Law; Yea, and that of the Dedication too, which was but of Human In- 
{titution ; was baptiz'd amongſt them, ch'd in their Temples and Sy- 
nagogues, reaſon'd with 'em about Religion, exhorted his Diſciples to hear 
their Doctrine, though not to follow their Practices. Now, what greater 
Cauſe, on the Account of Corruption and Manners, could be given to 
ſeparate from a Church, than was there ? Yet how carefull was our Sa- 
viour, both by his Example and Precept, to forbid and diſcountenance it ? 

Conſider the Repreſencations of a Church, given in Scripture, and elſe- 
where; to ſhew, that it is a Mi of Good and Bad ; 'Tis call'd a
